Budget 2011 looks like it might just 
become Election 2011 after all. 

But Nova Scotia’s finance minister told 
reporters yesterday he doesn’t expect a 
federal election — should one be called — 
will jeopardize the province’s interests. 

“We would have liked to have positive 
support or even a mention of our key pri¬ 
orities in the federal budget,” Graham 
Steele told reporters last night. 

“But we did not expect, truly, that 
either the subsea cable or the convention 
centre would be specifically mentioned to¬ 
day, because they are not, strictly 
speaking, budget items for the immediate¬ 
ly ensuing fiscal year.” 

The subsea cable is a key component of 
a $6.2-billion project between Nova Scotia 
and Newfoundland and Labrador’s energy 
utilities that would see hydroelectric ener¬ 
gy pumped from Lower Churchill Falls to 
Cape Breton and through the province. 

The convention centre is, of course, the 
convention centre. 

Premier Darrell Dexter told reporters

last week he hoped both projects would 
have commitments from the federal 
government before the budget was tabled. 

“We’re hopeful that we are going to hear 
from them before (federal) budget day,” 
Dexter said last Wednesday. 

“Either one of the projects, it (a delay) af¬ 
fects the ability of them to arrange financ¬ 
ing and to maintain pricing.” 

Under federal election rules, no funding 
decisions can be made — at least publicly 
— during the course of an election. 

That’s trouble for the already-extended 
deadline for convention centre funding in 
mid-April. If a federal election is called this 
week, ballot day would be May 2. 

Convention centre developer Joe Ramia 
declined to comment yesterday, saying he 
did not want to speculate on politics. 
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Supplementary school cash reduced 


Some councillors wanted to 
take pity on the Halifax Re¬ 
gional School Board and its 
budget, but that didn’t fly 
yesterday. 

Council considered a 
four-year agreement with 
the school board that 
would see supplementary 
funding to schools decrease 
by $450,000 a year for the 
next four years. This $1.8- 
million in savings over four 
years wouldn’t come from 
HRM’s budget, but rather 
from the area tax rate and 
the taxpayer’s pocket. 


Coun. Lorelei Nicoll 
wanted to put off a four- 
year agreement until next 
year to give the school 
board a chance to adjust to 
provincial cuts. But her mo¬ 
tion was voted down and 
the four-year agreement 
was approved. 

The feeling at council 
was the municipality is try- 
ing to get out of supporting 
education, but provincial 
cuts make that difficult. 

“I wonder sometimes if 
we’re getting the bang for 
our buck or letting the

province get away with 
murder,” said Coun. Jeny 
Blumenthal. 


He added when the 
province reduces its fund¬ 
ing, it creates a dependence 
on HRM’s supplemental 
contribution. 

Gin Yee, vice-chair of the 
school board, said knowing 
what’s coming for the next 
four years is actually help¬ 
ful. The agreement was 
worked out between HRM 
and school board staff and 
will have to go before the 
board for approval in a fu¬ 
ture meeting. 

“Our next budget year is 
going to be a rough year for 


the Halifax Regional School 
Board. We’re going to have 
to make some tough choic¬ 
es,” Yee said. “We have to 
find $12 million this year 
only to balance the books.”

NDP axes deal for 
municipal funding

Municipalities will be 
forced to shoulder more of 
a financial burden after the 
province scrapped a 2007 
memorandum of under¬ 
standing between the two 
levels of government. 

Service Nova Scotia and 
Municipal Relations Minis¬ 
ter John MacDonnell re¬ 
vealed yesterday the 
province cannot afford to 
continue the funding agree¬ 
ment. 

“We did need to change 
the agreement to make it 
more affordable,” said Mac¬ 
Donnell. 

“Up till now, this agree¬ 
ment has cost the province 
about $21.5 million ... We 
simply cannot afford these 
additional costs.” 

The agreement was 
signed in November 2007 
by the previous Tory gov¬ 
ernment and the Union of 
Nova Scotia Municipalities. 

It committed the 
province to tie increases in

the municipal cost of edu¬ 
cation to the Consumer 
Price Index, as well as to 
not increase the municipal 
contributions to correc¬ 
tions and public housing 
over the seven-year life of 
the agreement. 

In exchange, the UNSM 
agreed to fund municipal 
auditor general offices. 

MacDonnell said he 
doesn’t think the province 
reneging on its side of the 
deal should affect the mu¬ 
nicipalities’ plans to create 
auditor general positions. 

“That shouldn’t be the 
case,” he told reporters. 

“We’re not ripping up 
the MOU per se, we’re ad¬

Mayor reacts 

Yesterday’s announcement 
will definitely impact HRM, 
but Mayor Peter Kelly said 
he doesn’t know how hard 
it will hit yet.

► “With the cap coming off, 
it's going to be a $2-million 
to $3-million impact (on ed¬ 
ucation) alone," Kelly said.

Fire investigators are ex¬ 
pected back on scene today 
to try and determine what 
caused a blaze that has de¬ 
stroyed a well-known Cole 
Harbour landmark. 

Halifax RCMP and Hali¬ 
fax regional firefighters 
were called to 255 Bissett 
Rd. just after 1 a.m. yester¬ 
day and found the old red 


barn at the location en¬ 
gulfed in flames. 

“There were flames 
shooting out the building,” 
fire spokesman Mike LeRue 
said. “We called more units 
in and had it under control 
in about an hour and a 
half.” 

The barn — located 
across from the former Hal¬ 
ifax County Rehabilitation 
Centre — was a popular 
meeting place for many lo¬ 
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cal residents, who park 
their vehicles and walk 
through adjacent trails. 

The building is owned by 
the province’s Department 
of Natural Resources and 
was used by the Cole Har¬ 
bour Parks and Trails Asso¬ 
ciation for storage of 
equipment and supplies. 

LeRue said 10 fire units 
attended the blaze, with 
fire fighters on scene until 
the late morning putting 
out any hot spots. 

Things then turned over 
to fire investigators, who 
have yet to determine a 
cause after spending most 
of yesterday on scene.

Logjam in fire ranks has 
hiring plans up in smoke 


Nearly 100 firefighters on 
the candidates’ list to be 
considered for a full-time 
job will have to wait even 
longer for the chance. 

Yesterday regional 
council declassified a re¬ 
port from Halifax Fire and 
Emergency on their deci¬ 
sion to retire their cur¬ 
rent list of candidates, 
which was created in 
2007. 

“Vacancies have not oc¬ 
curred at the rate origi¬ 
nally anticipated,” reads 
the report to council. “In 
consideration of the cur¬ 
rent statistics, the 2007 el¬ 


igibility list, if main¬ 
tained, would continue to 
be in place for approxi¬ 
mately four more years.” 

Keeping the 2007 list 
would have a “detrimen¬ 
tal impact” on the volun¬ 
teer fire service because 
volunteers will believe 
there are no jobs in the 
future, the report says. 

“They may see no vi¬ 
able career track which is 
a key factor in their deci¬ 
sion to volunteer. Of the 
94 candidates on the list, 
55 are volunteers.” 

The report suggests it

Men suffering from 
prostate cancer in Nova 
Scotia now have a place to 
turn to. 

Prostate Cancer Canada 
opened a new office in Hali¬ 
fax yesterday, hoping men 
will come for support. 

“Men have a very hard 
time talking about prostate 
cancer,” Helen Vassos, exec¬ 
utive vice-president of PCC, 
said at yesterday’s opening, 
which was the first for At¬ 
lantic Canada. 

“It’s important that sur¬ 
vivors know we have pres¬ 
ence here, and we can raise 
the flag about prostate can¬ 
cer.” 

According to PCC,

da says l in 6 men will 
be diagnosed with 
prostate cancer. 

prostate cancer is showing 
up in men as young as 40, 
and 24,000 men are diag¬ 
nosed with prostate cancer 
each year. 

Over 90 per cent of cases 
are curable if detected at an 
early stage, the PCC says, 
yet approximately 4,400 
men die from prostate can¬ 
cer each year. 

Peter Mallette is glad he 


got checked out early. He’s 
a prostate cancer survivor, 
and the director of PCCs At- 
lantic-region office. 

He said prostate cancer 
runs in his family, and 
that’s why he got checked 
out. He said the opening of 
this office gets them closer 
to their goal of becoming a 
national organization. 

“A very proud moment 
for us. This really is a dream 
come true,” Mallette said. 

The PCC is the only na¬ 
tional foundation dedicated 
to eliminating prostate can¬ 
cer through research, edu¬ 
cation and awareness, a 
release says.

O Flaherty delivered goodies, but with an election 
looming it’s unlikely they’ll see the light of day 


Finance Minister Jim Fla¬ 
herty stuffed his budget 
yesterday with goodies. 

They included 
programs such as a return 
of the home energy retro¬ 
fit program, tax credits for 
caregivers, improved pen¬ 
sions for the poorest sen¬ 
iors and breaks for tots’ 
art classes and tutoring. 

But with the opposition 
vowing to trigger an elec¬ 
tion, the likelihood is that 
none of the measures will 
see the light of day. 

What will survive is the 
bottom line — the federal 
government of whatever 
stripe will have more 
money to spend or to 
squirrel away for a rainy 
day. 

“Leadership is about 
finding a balance between 
needs,” Flaherty told the 
House of Commons.

main active in the labour 
force.” 

A private member’s bill 
that would do much the 
same thing has been 
slowly making its way 
through the legislative 
process. 

Budget papers say peo¬ 
ple are living longer, more 
active lives. “Those who 
wish to remain active in 
the labour force should be 
able to do so for as long as 
they desire, enriching the 
workplace with their accu¬ 
mulated knowledge and 
experience.”

With Sucker Punch, visual¬ 
ly inventive director Zack 
Snyder (300, Watchmen) 
presents his first film 
based on his own original 
idea — and original is put¬ 
ting it lightly.

You make original movies. Do 
you ever get much 
interference from the studio? 

Oh yeah. That’s the dan¬ 
ger. They have precon¬ 
ceived ideas about what a 
good movie is or what you 
should be doing, and I 
think that in the end you 
really just have to be true 
to yourself. I feel like this 
movie pushes the enve¬ 
lope in all of its facets. You 
know, it’s a female cast, 
it’s got a complicated 
structure that’s difficult. It 
has a dark ending that’s 
not necessarily what they 
would’ve hoped for. Trust 
me, they did not like the 
ending. You just have to 
fight the fight. 


How does having your wife, 
Deborah Snyder, as your pro¬ 
ducing partner help? 

Those exact fights are the 
fights that she has every 
day to make sure the 
movie stays the movie I 
want to make. She really 
fights that fight. 

You made Sucker Punch while 
also completing Legends of 
the Guardians. How did the 
two differ? 

I wish Rango had come out 
before Guardians because 
when you see Rango you 
realize that they didn’t 
give a s-— about the kids at 
all and they just made a 
cool movie. 

We had that potential, I 
think, with Guardians, but 
everyone just said, “No, 


no, no, you can’t do that. 
You’ve got to make a chil¬ 
dren’s film.” And so I got 
into a big fight with the 
studio because I just want¬ 
ed to make an adventure 
movie with owls in it. But 
they were like, “No, no. 
You’ve got to soften it so 
that parents don’t freak 
out.” But I had a great ex¬ 
perience with it. It was a 
good film. 

Was there talk about making 
Sucker Punch 3-D? 

Yeah, absolutely ... I’ve 
seen some great conver¬ 
sion stuff. This Korean 
company that was going to 
do it for Sucker Punch did 
a conversion of a five- 
minute sequence of 300 
that was amazing, and I 


was like, “Wow. If they can 
do that level, maybe we 
can do something cool.” 

But to do it over the 
course of a whole movie is 
just not that easy. It’s a 
bigger deal than the stu¬ 
dios realize. And I think 
that the field is going to 
be leveled soon by cost 
versus return. 

Because nobody knows. 
Right now the studios are 
just spending millions and 
millions of dollars to make 
a 3-D movie — like, $30 
million more than it 
would cost to make a 2-D 
movie. So eventually some¬ 
one’s got to go, “OK. Is it 
worth it? Are they getting 
that money back?” You re¬ 
ally start to wonder, is it 
worth the fuss?

“It is 
becoming a bit more of a 
raucous crowd and more 
enthusiastic and more live¬ 
ly and spirited.” 

Boe also notes that curl¬ 
ing is Saskatchewan’s offi¬ 
cial sport. There’s no better 
place for visitors to brush 
up on curling lore than the 
Saskatchewan Sports of 
Hall of Fame and Museum 
in Regina. 


“You’ve got lots of big 
names from Saskatchewan 
curling and they’re all rep¬ 
resented with their team,” 
says Sheila Kelly, the hall’s 
executive director. 

Among those honoured 
in the hall is Regina’s Ernie 
Richardson — the only 
male curler in histoiy to 
skip a team to four world ti¬ 
tles. 

There are medals and 
memorabilia from Sandra 
Schmirler. “Schmirler the 
Curler,” as she was known, 
skipped her team to three 
Canadian titles, three world 
titles and a gold medal at 


the 1998 Winter Olympics. 
She died of cancer in 2000. 

And then there’s the 
Grand Transoceanic Match 
— a funspiel for spectators 
that started in the ’70s as a 
way for curling fans to get 
to know each other on the 
ice. 

“They’re just amateurs 
that enjoy curling,” said 
Boe. “They’ve just kind of 
established this tradition of 
going and attending the 
World Championships and 
said ‘J eez > wouldn’t it be 
fun if while we were there 
we staged a little match.’”

O California “scratch-and-sniff gardens” mix wines with nature O Aroma 
and flavours matched in the sensory gardens © An experience for your nose 


Imagine a garden where 
melons, peaches, apples, 
lemons, pears and garde¬ 
nias bloom. Then imagine 
holding all that in a glass. 

That’s the theoiy behind 
wine sensoiy gardens, fea¬ 
turing plants commonly 
smelled and tasted in wine. 

Take a stroll through the 
neatly laid out cabernet- 
merlot comer of the red 
wine garden at the Kendall- 
Jackson Wine Center in 
Sonoma County and you 
encounter things you ex¬ 
pect to find, like black cher¬ 
ry and black currant. And 
there are a few you might 
not expect, like oregano 
and bell pepper, which also 
can be picked up in some 
reds. It’s a wine and noses 
experience. 

“We call this our scratch- 
and-sniff garden,” says 
Matthew Lowe, a chef at 
Kendall-Jaclcson Wine Es¬ 


tates who has been in¬ 
volved with the gardens for 
a decade. 

In each garden there are 
four quadrants represent¬ 
ing different wines, and in 
the middle of the garden is 
a section of things that pair 
well with wines, for exam¬ 
ple sweet onions and sweet 
peppers with sauvignon 
blanc. The idea is to corre¬ 
late the scent of a flower or 
tang of a berry with what 
you experience in the tast¬ 
ing room. 

Frey Vineyards was a pio¬ 
neer as a purely organic 
wineiy, and the family 
planted sensoiy gardens 
“because we are a bunch of 
gardeners who also happen 
to make wine,” says Frey. 
“Gardening is our relax¬ 
ation and hobby. And (it 
brings) beneficial insects in¬ 
to our vineyards, and so it 
helps with our natural con¬ 


trol of pests.” 

At Round Pond Estate in 
the Napa Valley, sensory 
gardens are curated by Jeff 
Dawson, who came up 
with the idea some years 
ago after encountering the 
“Aroma Wheel” developed 
by Ann Noble, a University 
of California, Davis, profes¬ 
sor. It identifies aromas in 


wine. 

He helped get the gar¬ 
dens at Kendall-Jaclcson go¬ 
ing, and six years ago 
moved to Round Pond, 
which has two gardens: 
sauvignon blanc and caber¬ 
net sauvignon — the two 
major varietals grown 
there.

E mployees dismissed 
for underperfor¬ 
mance never go qui¬ 
etly. Often they complain 
that the cards were 
stacked against them or 
that their employer’s deci¬ 
sion was somehow unfair. 
But what about an em¬ 
ployee who claims he was 
fired because of discrimi¬ 
nation? 


Sean Carter tried this 
card at a recent human 
rights hearing and learned 
that proving discrimina¬ 
tion is more difficult than 
he thought. 

Carter, a program coor¬ 
dinator at a rehab clinic in 
Hamilton, Ontario, was in¬ 
jured in a car accident that 
led to time off from work. 

When he returned, 
Carter felt that he was 
treated differently at 
work, claiming that he 
was disciplined more of¬ 
ten and his views were dis¬ 
missed. 

Carter then suffered 
from stress and depres¬ 
sion, which he said result¬ 
ed from workload and 
family deaths. His per¬ 
formance deteriorated, 
and when the clinic tried 
to manage it, Carter left. 

He wrote in ciyptically 
that he was going to see 
his doctor “for some re¬ 
sults” and would be off 
work for a few weeks. 
Five days later, he was 
fired. 

Carter complained to 
the Human Rights Tribu¬ 
nal in Ontario, perhaps

Lis¬ 
tening to Jimi Hendrix on 
my iPod doesn't capture his 
endlessly deep guitar solos 
quite like a 33 LP of 'Blues' 
does.” 

This girl's in love with 
vinyl, and she's not the only 
member of Generation Dig¬ 
ital with an ear for ana¬ 
logue. 

The uptick in interest 
over several years includes 
nostalgic “nerdy superfans” 
looking for a way around 
the more sanitized sound of 
digital, 14-year-old Nick 
Spates, a Los Angeles eighth 
grader who plays guitar and 


piano, but also savvy young 
people with Pink Floyd, Led 
Zeppelin and a host of ob¬ 
scure post-punlc music on 
their minds. 

While the recording in¬ 
dustry dukes it out over 
downloads and mourns the 
CD, 2.5 million vinyl LPs 
were sold in 2009, up 33 per 
cent from the year before. 
Vinyl sales are a blip among 
total revenue from U.S. mu¬ 
sic sales and licensing, but 
that's a healthy increase in 


its own right. 

“Young people are lead¬ 
ing the way back to ana¬ 
logue through vinyl and 
turntables,” said Matt 
Melvin, a 22-year-old col¬ 
lege senior in Orlando, Fla. 

“I think young people 
are demanding a product 
that is more tangible, the 
thrill of hunting through a 
store for that perfect 
record, the simple satisfac¬ 
tion of turning that record

The starting-point engine is a V6, but it will 
initially be the 302-horsepower 3.5-litre 
unit for the SLK 350. Mercedes-Benz 
reports that the V6 SLK will sprint to 96 
km/h in 5.6 seconds.

You're shopping for a mid¬ 
engine supercar with 
carbon-fibre construction 
and at least 750 horsepower 
— and it must be designed 
and built in Canada. How 
many options do you have? 

W ould you 

believe, “two 
and a half?” Do 
you not find 
that weird? 
Weird that the 
answer is not zero ... Weird that 
Charlie Sheen keeps cropping up 
no matter what you start talking 
about. 

One of the cars on the list is 
the Plethore LC-750 designed and 
built in St-Eustache, 

Que. We’ve 
been aware of 
the LC-750 for 
some time 
(and spoken 
about it in this 
space before), 
because the man 
behind the car, Luc Char- 
trand, started working on 
this car about 10 years ago. 

It has been making the rounds 
of Canadian auto shows this sea¬ 
son, in production-ready trim, 


and the company is now in a posi¬ 
tion to start delivering examples 
— at $450,000 each. 

So that’s option “one.” Option 
“two” is the de Marcross GT1. The 
de Marcross Motors Corporation 
(DMMC) was founded by Jahong 
Hur, a successful Korean business¬ 
man with family ties to GS Group, 
one of Korea’s largest conglomer¬ 
ates. DMMC, with administrative 
offices in Vancouver, intends to 
build several de Marcross models, 
in addition to this just-introduced 
GT1 flagship. 

Hur styled, conceived and 
bankrolled the car, but it was en¬ 
gineered and built by Multimatic, 
of Markham, Ont. 

Multimatic also created 
production tooling, so it can build 
more GTls — if anyone steps up 
to the plate with its estimated $1 
million-plus MSRP. 

Like the LC-750, 
the GT1 packs 
a super¬ 


charged V8. The GTl’s chassis tub 
is carbon fibre, but its body pan¬ 
els, and front and rear 
substructures are aluminum (the 
LC-750 is all carbon fibre and/or 
composite material). 

Multimatic engineers and 
builds auto parts; its list of 
automaker clients includes practi¬ 
cably everybody — from Ford to 
BMW to Aston Martin to Formula 
One racing teams. 

Which brings us to why there 
is a “half” option, when consider¬ 
ing Canadian-made carbon-fibre 
supercars. 

In conduction with its U.K. 
engineering facility, Mutlimatic 
has engineered the complete 
rolling chassis of the Aston Mar¬ 
tin One-77 — a super-exclusive $2 


million supercar (only 77 will be 
built). 

Multimatic also constructs the 
One-77’s state-of-the-art carbon fi¬ 
bre chassis structure right at its 
Markham, Ont. facility. 

We had a quick tour of where 
the Aston tubs are built up and it 
looks more like a fabric 
enterprise than a typical body 
shop, as technicians cut and layer 
the raw sheets of carbon fibre. 

We also saw the big oven, where 
finished tubs are baked to perfec¬ 
tion. 

So take that, Tim Hortons. You 
may bake more units than Pletho¬ 
ra and Multimatic, but these guys 
have it all over you when it comes 
to high tech and structural 
stiffness.

Stay tow-truck free this 
season with our spring 
tune-up check-list, which 
we’ve honed from our 
years behind the service 
desk and from accepted in¬ 
dustry guidelines. 

Inspect, Inspect and In¬ 
spect — If your vehicle 
doesn’t get into the shop 
too often, spring is a great 
time to do one of the two 
general inspections you 
should do each year. Only 
when the vehicle is up on a 
hoist can you spot things 
like broken muffler 
clamps, rust, slow fluid 
leaks, and torn CV boots. 
Rubber CV boots keep lu¬ 
bricant from escaping on 
the drive-axle bits on front 
drive vehicles. They last 
years, but can also easily 
tear if you just happen to 
drive over an icy snow 
bank the wrong way. CV 
boots are relatively cheap, 
drive axles are not. 

Fluids and Filters — 
Your vehicle is built to last, 
but fluids and filters are 


built to be replaced. They 
sacrifice themselves in the 
name of lubricity and 
cleanliness. Engine oil also 
holds dirt in suspension, so 
it doesn’t stay in the en¬ 


gine. But it can only hold 
so much dirt, and only for 
so long, before it says “un¬ 
cle.” 

So make sure fluids are 
topped up and/or fresh.

nance” items. But remem¬ 
ber that “low mainte¬ 
nance” doesn’t mean “no 
maintenance.” The main 
drive belt, spark plugs and 
ignition wires are now 
good for very long stretch¬ 
es — but they certainly re¬ 
quire a periodic “look see” 


to confirm their “OK” sta¬ 
tus. 

Air Conditioning Refrig¬ 
erant — Unlike your home 
fridge, your car’s refriger¬ 
ant plumbing gets shook 
around a bunch and oper¬ 
ates in a very stressful en¬ 
vironment (under the 


hood). At some point it will 
need attention and more 
refrigerant. If your system 
blows cold, you’re good. If 
it blows warm, or warmer, 
you probably have a leak. 
If it’s a very tiny leak, you 
could get by with a refrig¬ 
erant “top up.” A larger 


leak means the technician 
will have to “evacuate” the 
entire system, replace 
some components, and 
“recharge” the whole sys¬ 
tem. 

Cleaning — Finally, 
wash your dang car. It’s 
filthy.
